This service isa joint 
effort of amateur radio clubs in the 
Walifax region and functions under 
tke direction ofthe Halifax 
JEmergency Management Office 
emo) 

INEWS: A. very significant event is 
unfolding right now: Hurricane Inna 
has just delivered major blows to the 
[Caribbean and US East Coast, and it 
may reach us and causing danger for 
lpublic safety and communications. 
Hurricanes Jose and Katie are 
gathering force sight behind Ima 
How vulnerable our communications 
infrastructure actually can be was 
ldemonstrated in early August when 
Jconstruction crews severed the matin 
litre telecommunications cable in 
lQuctec. Service was quickly. re- 
routed to the secondary line without 
incident. However, the next day and 
before the primary line was repaired, 
lie secondary fibre line was also 
levered in an unrelated incident in 
northern New Brunswick.
